Stations at Halifax and Campbell- 
ton, N. B., connected with Montreal, 
who in turn communicated with Ottawa, 
while Toronto and I/mdon, Ontario, 
connected with A. J. Ober, at Vulcan, 
Alberta. Vulcan, as it were, will be 
proud of the fact of being cn the main 
air line and will appreciate the genius of 
Mr. Ober, which has given to him and 
to Vulcan such prominence in the world 
of radio.

Mr. George Mclrvine, prominent 
farmer of High River district, was in 
Vulnui recently and complimented 
Mayor Butchart and the district on the 
move made to consider the establish¬ 
ment of a municipal hospital in this 
district. Mr. Mclrvine is a heavy tax¬ 
payer in the High River hospital dis¬ 
trict, and is a strong supporter of 
such an institution. 

Hon. R. B. Bennett, in a letter this 
week to the secretary of the School 
Fair, in reference to his lecture on the 
Wembley exposition, writes in this 
timely strain: “I am carrying for¬ 
ward in my diary a notation with re¬ 
spect to your invitation to speak in 
Vulcan; having regard to present cli¬ 
matic conditions, it is difficult to say 
jujtt whenl may be able to see you.”

ing season. F. M. Anderson, the presi¬ 
dent, and his seven rinks defeated Dr. 
Carson, vice president, and his seven 
rinks, by the narrow margin of seven 
or ten points. The banquet was good, 
turkey and everything, and following 
the feast the men talked curling and 
bonspiel, and there were committees 
appointed to manage the different fea¬ 
tures of the event, all being optimistic 
of the real success of this the first 
undertaking of this kind. 

Tuesday, January 27th, is the date 
set in the itinerary of Mr. J. G. Haney 
for the visit of that gentleman to Vul¬ 
can. Mr. Haney is manager of the 
International Harvester Company 
demonstration farms, and comes to 
Southern Alberta under the auspices 
of the district office of the I.H.C. and 
The Lethbridge Herald to discuss with 
the farmers the problems of the far¬ 
mers. This is his first visit to Alber¬ 
ta, a province which he has heard so 
much about, and if there is anything 
about farming problems he hasn’t 
tackled he is only too willing to learn. 
He wants the farmers to attend a 
meeting, bringing their troubles with 
them and prepared to ask questions. 
More particulars of this important 
event will follow.

Donald hotel, at Edmonton, on Satur¬ 
day night. Mr. Knight has been a 
prominent barrister, and recently has 
been prosecuting under the liquor act 
as counsel for the province, and it was 
in this latter capacity that he recently 
became known in Vulcan. His capaci¬ 
ty And fairness commanded comment 
when he was here. *

announced, and the attendance was not 
large.

A FURTHER cut in running 
time between Winnipeg and 
Toronto has been announced 
t$ r *Canadian National officials at 
Winnipeg in connection with train 
schedule changes which became ef¬ 
fective , recently.

Last week through the happy fore¬ 
thought of Mr.' W. K. Davies, at the 
Renfrew Mercury, a number of the 
weekly newspaper editors who toured 
Britain last, summer, had the privilege 
of again meeting and renewing ac¬ 
quaintance with Sir Campbell Stuart, 
the young Canadian who rose to the 
position of Managing Editor of the 
great London Times. Last summer 
Sir Campbell was one of those who 
were instrumental in extending to the 
Canadian press party innumerable 
courtesies in England, and it was a 
great pleasure to the newspaper men 
to do him some slight honor in appre¬ 
ciation of his interest and kindness. 

Sir Campbell Stuart is an example 
of a Canadian bom young man who 
has achieved high position in his pro¬ 
fession in England, a land where real 
merit is necessary to attain the post 
to which he was appointed by Lord 
Northcliff. Although not quite forty 
years of age. Sir Campbell has con¬ 
tributed a great deal to the life and 
thought of the country of his adop¬ 
tion. It was his initiative and energy 
that carried through to consummation 
the' plans for organizing Canadian 
History Societies whereby the early 
history of Canada might be preserved 
and the Canadian archieves enriched 
with much valuable information se¬ 
cured from descendants of the early 
settlers, and from other sources. To 
the little group who met him in Toron¬ 
to last week at an informal dinner, 
his story of the organization of this 
movement was intensely interesting, 
particularly the details of the great 
banquet in the Hall of Battle at the 
Palace of, Versailles, France, when 
descendants of Montcalm, Wolfe, <Jac- 
■ ques Cartier and othaF famous Fr^hch 
I and Canadian plotters ^ gathered to 
inaugurate the organi*atlon.\ ) 

In this alone Sir Campbell Stuart 
has rendered signal service to Canada, 
for he has thereby secured for the 
Canadian archieves many valuable 
documents, that have come down from 
and England, having to do with the 
very early Canadian history. It is j 
hoped that Canadians will lend assist¬ 
ance in this important movement to 
increase and widen the compasses of 
information with respect to the his¬ 
tory of the Dominion. 

FROM AUNT SUSAN 

My lear niece: There is one thing 
of gteat importance in our homes— 
which seems lately to be rapidly on 
the decrease—and that is respect for 
each other. Here it seems we so often 
forget each other’s value and import¬ 
ance, and what they stand for towards 
ourselves. It has its beginning in the 
simple actions of impoliteness and dis¬ 
courtesy. 

Without meaning to be actually 
rude, perhaps, we leave out the lit¬ 
tle words Sit our remarks to each other 
that mean so much; we leave out the 
names of those whom we are address¬ 
ing; our sentences are sharp and curt; 
it irks us to repeat what we say if the 
other does not understand; there are 
no softening prefixes, and a request is 
a command; then after obtaining our 
requirements we forget the simple 
word of thanks. 

Thus we grow into a careless man- j 
ner toward each other, a manner 
which we would not think of acting to 
anyone outside the family circle. 
Should we do so it would undoubtedly 
be considered surly, rude, and one 
with whom it would be impossible to 
be on friendly terms. As this lack of 
respect gets the better of us we hard¬ 
en our hearts and our sensitiveness 
until we become stocially indifferent 
to the feelings of others, even those 
nearest and dearest to us, and care 
not what they think of us. 

This seems to me a sad state to be 
in—this indifference to other’s opin¬ 
ions. For we must live for each other 
to be happy; we must desire others to 
admire and like us—it is when we 
cease from that degire that we cease 
to care, and there is no striving for 
betterment, no pleasure in achieve¬ 
ment. If we do not care whether any¬ 
one likes what we do or not, we be¬ 
come selfish, dlild, and unheeding of 
the thoughts of others; we do not 
trouble to heed their whims, their sep¬ 
arate tastes, or their moods; it mat¬ 
ters not to us what may be their pet 
aversions, particular hobbles, pleas¬ 
ures or pains. So we at last gall 
upon them and they on us, and the end 
is chaos in ‘-the' family or a break in 
friendship. All this grows from the 
little tender shoots of gentle words, 
courtesy, and respect being killed and 
neglected, which assuredly ousts out 
love and happiness.

UNEMPLOYMENT 

Active measures to deal with unem¬ 
ployed have been taken by the Alber¬ 
ta Government during the past month. 
As far as possible various public 
works in the Province have been kept 
undor way, providing for the unem¬ 
ployment of several hundred men. In 
a statement to the preps, Hon. Alex. 
Ross, Minister of Public Works, out¬ 
lined this week the work which the 
Government has under way. A total 
of 110 men are now employed on 
bridge work throughout the Province, 
and a similar number are employed on 
gravelling as weather permits. Con¬ 
tracts have been let for 75,000 feet of 
piling. Of this quantity about 50 per 
cent, will be creosoted, a new depart¬ 
ure, which will add life to the timber. 
The same is being done with a large 
proportion of culverts, which will now 
be built of native timber and creosot¬ 
ed. Orders have been placed for a 
million feet of timber for bridges, and 
orders for another million feet will be 
placed shortly. During his eastern 
visit, Premier Greenfield has impres¬ 
sed upon the railways the desirability 
of ordering coal from the steam coal 
mines of the Province. As a result 
orders have been placed and several 
of these mines were opened up the 
past week. The railways have also 
been asked to make an effort to place 
orders for ties as soon as possible. 
The Department of Public Works is 
also getting out figures on quantities 
for contracts for rock cutting on the 
highway through thee Crow’s Nest 
Pass, work on which will be underta¬ 
ken as speedily as possible. 

TUBERCULIN TEST 

Several High River stockmen at¬ 
tended the Western Live Stock Union 
Meetings held at Calgary last week 
and they report very interesting ses¬ 
sions. One of the main questions dis¬ 
cussed was the present system of ad¬ 
ministration of the ttfberculin test. 
After the views of several prominent 
stockmen had been obtained- on the 
subject, it was recommended that fur¬ 
ther research work should be institu¬ 
ted regarding tuberculosis, and that 
the present capable officials should be 
permitted to continue their good work 
without interference on the part of 
those who do not understand the tu¬ 
berculin situation. Dr. Grisdale, dep¬ 
uty minister of agriculture, assured 
the meeting that, no other country in 
the world is ahead of Canada in the 
matter of research work in connection 
with this dreaded disease, tuberculosis 
which not only affects the health of 
the animal kingdom but also that of 
the human. 

CATTLE RATES TO JAPAN 

As a result of negotiations carried 
on by the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture, the rate per head on cat¬ 
tle from Alberta to Japan ha® now 
been reduced to $37.60. This rate was 
formerly $100. The reduced rate , is 
expected to act as a considerable stifti- 
ulant to the trade in Alberta livestock 
which has been instituted since the 
Department last spring sent a test 
shipment to Japan. The new rate is 
for a minimum of 50 head, and in¬ 
cludes stalls, ocean space and fare of 
man in charge, as-did the old rate. 
The new rate will be publihsed short¬ 
ly by the railway companies, and will 
be in effect for three months from the 
date of publication, at the end of 
which time at will be reviewed again. 
The Canadian Trade Commissioner in 
Japan has been advised of the new 
rate, and it is expected that shipments 
of cattle from Alberta ranges will go 
forward. To date about 250 head have 
keen shipped to Japan by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and P. Burns ft 
Co. A large firm in Japan is being 
organized to undertake the shipment 
of cattle from Alberta. 


(Market Examiner) 

All commodities this week have suf¬ 
fered in marketing facilities owing to 
bad weather and inteirupted service. 

Cattle—Calgary trading very light 
this week. Last week end the top 
price on heavy steers was realized of 
$6.60. Prices this week probably 
about last week’s level.

good $2@$2.75. Choice cows $2-76@ 
$3; good $2.60@$2.76; medium $2.25

$1@$1.50. Bulls $1.76@$2.25; others 
$1@$1.60. Choice Calves $3.25@$3.75 
common $2@$3. 1 Feeders, Stockers— 
Quotations-nominally unchanged with 
top feeders around $4, others down to 
$3.50; stocker steers $2@$3.50; stock 
heifers $2@$2.50; stock cows $ 1.25(3) 
$2.50. 

Hogs—Practically no salesNt Cal¬ 
gary up to Thursday, when the quota¬ 
tion was around $8.60 on thick 
smooths, off cars; bacon 10 p.c. prem¬ 
ium. 

Sheep—not much business at Col- 
gary and market unchanged with best 
lambs up to $11.76; top wethers $10; 
and fjit ewes up to $7. 

Grain—European buyers continue to 
purchase at the advances which are re¬ 
corded on the Canadian and American 
markets and high levels have been 
reached. Just how high they will go 
no selling agency appears to know, but 
it is fine while it lasts and the present 
crop sure to bring a good price. 

Poultry—Late shipments have been 
delayed on the railway lines and coun¬ 
try deliveries made impossible by bad 
bad weather 

Creamery Butter—Market quiet and 
steady, with coast trade taking small 
surplus from Alberta. Dairy Butter 
—Receipts still light and markets pay¬ 
ing up to 32c for fancy grade of table 
butter. Cream—Very light receipts 
at all points and likely to keep down 
until after holidays. Cheese—Market 
quiet and firm. 

Potatoes—Nearly all central mar¬ 
kets would buy potatoes now, but ship¬ 
ping out of the question. Calgary 
dealers would pay growers $30@$35, 
delivered. Outlook of market very 
favorable. 

Hay—Dealers report demand slow 
and nothing arising out of oold spell. 
Cars rolling slowly. Southern dis¬ 
tricts reporting fair sales, which may 
eventually help demand in central and 
northern sections. 

Hides—Market weaker and outlook 
unfavorable. 

Furs—Trappers in north delayed in 
marketing by heavy snow; prides are 
unchanged; coyotes weaker, but prices 
not reduced so far. 

REMOVAL FROM THE SOUTH 

A total of 405 settlers with 696 car¬ 
loads of effects have to date requested 
removal from the south-eastern part 
of the Province to other districts of 
Alberta, under the arrangements in 
effect between the Provincial ahd Do¬ 
minion Governments and the railway 
companies. Some thirty families 
have taken up lands in the irrigated 
belts, chiefly on the government-en¬ 
dorsed projects of the United and 
Lethbridge^ntethem districts. The 
settlers rermWng have, for the most 
part, shown a determination to de¬ 
cide for themselves the location of 
their future homes, and in view of this 
the Government has not attempted to 
force the trend of removal to any par¬ 
ticular district, although it has im¬ 
pressed upon these settlers the ad¬ 
vantages of the government irrigation 
projects. Many of those removing 
have remained in the foothill districts 
of Southern Alberta, while the re¬ 
mainder have found suitable locations 
Central and Northern parts of the 
Province.

THE HONORS OF SCOTLAND 

The Regalia of Scotland, sometimes 
called ‘the Honors of Scotland,’ is 
kept in the Crown room in Edinburgh 
Castle, where the public are admitted 
to view them. The Regalia consists of: 
1. The Crown of King Robert the 
Bruce, last worn by Charles II. 2. 
The Treasurer’s Mace. 3. The Sword 
of State. 4. The - Sceptre, together 
with some other relics of great nation¬ 
al interest Among these are the Col¬ 
lar of the Garter presented by Queen 
Elizabeth bo James VI. of Scotland, 
afterwards James 1. of Great Britain. 
As main interest centres in the Crown 
it may be interesting to state that the 
Crown used at the Coronation of the 
early Scotish monarchs down to the 
time of Alexander III. was taken out 
of the kingdom at the same time as 
the Coronation Stone by Edward I. 
in one of his^pillaging excursions into 
Scotland. This old Crown has entirely 
disappeared and the one now shown 
had its begyining in a plain circlet of 
gold, hastily fashioned when Bruce 
was crowned in the ancient Palace of 
Scone in 1306. Later monarchs ad¬ 
ded to the adornment of this famous 
historical relic of the day sof the Bruce
